The grounds 
of Conference Point which is own­ 
ed by the International Council, of­ 
fer very comfortable diving quar­ 
ters and is beautifully located The 
camp is under very capable m an­ 
agement, and is cared 
for by a 
camp family of 65 persons who are 
there for the summer. 
The camp 
family are a picked group, mostly 
high school and college young peo­ 
ple who are earning their way thru 
the summer in this fashion and are 
trained to act as hosts and host­ 
esses to the many guests who come, 
during 
the 
various 
camps 
and 
schools, held on the grounds dur­ 
ing the sum m er 
While the training school is es­ 
sentially a school for the self-im­ 
provement of church school work­ 
ers, it also offers ample opportun­ 
ity for fellowship and 
recreation. 
An annual feature on the reciea- 
tional program is a hike to Yerkes 
observatory 
Saturday 
afternoon, 
followed by an evening boat trip 
around the lake with a half hour 
stop at Geneva City.

“One of the outstanding projects 
that have been developed during 
these last few' years is that of in­ 
surance. 
The organization 
first 
concerned itself with the reinsur­ 
ance oi the many small fire and 
tornado insurance companies 
lat­ 
er developnig to the point oi tak­ 
ing insurance 
direct, 
where re­ 
quested. 
The next step was that 
of developing the auto insurance: 
and it mav be safely stated that 
the protection which is available 
only to the Farm Bureau members 
can be had at a cost of about one 
quarter to one fifth of what sim­ 
ilar protection costs with most old 
line companies. 
Next in devel­ 
opment was the crop hail insur­ 
ance, 
protecting 
the 
farmers 
against the loss of their crops by 
hail. Next was the liability which 
protects an employer against the 
possibility of an employee collect­ 
ing damages for injury under the 
old liability act which holds the 
employer for damages done in such 


cases as it may be shown the in­ 
jury was attributable to the em­ 
ployer’s 
negligence. 
And 
lastly 
was the development of the life in­ 
surance company 
known 
as the 
Country Life. 
The Country Life 
is a legal reserve company oper­ 
ating under the laws of the state 
of Illinois. It is operating only in 
the state of Illinois up to the pres­ 
ent time. 
It was set up for the 
reason that it was the opinion of 
the leadership that the farmers of 
the state being more in debt than 
they ever were before should have 
insurance and 
that the Associa­ 
tion could make it 
possible for 
them to have insurance at a lesser 
amount than they were having to 
pay. 
It is set up as a 
reserve 
company and operates as such to 
the point of its profits. 
At that 
point it is a 
mutual in that its 
profits are all divided back to the 
policy holders without any enor­ 
mous slice first being taken out to 
satisfy a three or four hundred per 
cent. on a good big block ol common 
stock, as is the case with many 
other companies.”
